SHERMAN A MEMBER 


OF BOMBING UNIT 


Jiuicsvlllc -Aviator Hit* Had Several 


Thrilling KxpeTlcnec* on His 100- 


Mile .Uoitibliifr Trips into 


Germany. 


Lieut. Georg-e Sherman, aviator, is 
attached to 
ti 
British long distance 
bombing squadron and is making trips 
into Germany for a distance of more 
than a hundred miles for tho purpose 
of bombing supply bases, according to 
a letter Just received from him. The 
young Janesville boy has had several 
thrilling experiences during his .short 
time in Prance, and he tells of a few 
of them in his letter. 
He also tells of 


meeting some of the memliers of the 
307th Field Signal Battnlion, which is 
made u.p partly of Beloit and Janes- 
ville boys. His letter follows: 


August 4, 10 IS. 


"About,all we live for from one day 
to the next is the post. We g-o on a 
raid and como back and just hang 
around for the mall to arrive, so you 
can see how welcome your letter was. 
"When I arrived in 'France I wrote 
to Owen Skavlem and told him the 
squadron I was with, and Immediately 
upon receiving the letter he called me 
up and much to our joy we were only 
twenty miles apart, so I secured a 
motorcycle from the squadron the fol- 
lowing- day and rode over to see him. 
You can imagine our joy at seeing one 
another, again. 
I didn't see Meade, 
Welrlck or any of the other Janesville 
boys, but hope to fly over some of 
these days and look them up. 
"We just returned 
from church 
service. 
The church of England hns 
a service every Sunday at the T. M. 
C. A.' hut. It is not compulsory to at- 
tend, but everyone, or nearly every- 
one, does. 
"We \ve.re supposed to go on a raid 
today, but thar.ks to the weather we 
were unable to get a\vay. Fdur o£ us 
American pilots were attached to a 
British squadron and our work con- 
sists of long distance bombing. Near- 
ly every trip takes us more than a 
hiindre-1 miles Into 
German.!-, 
and 
each trip lasts from four and a. half 
hours to five hounhand flftean minutes 
so you on.n plainly see why we wel- 
como a poor day. 
"We cross the 
lines on the way 
over at about 1.4.000 feet and return 
at between 16,000 and 17,000 feet. 
I 
mve had several pleasant experiences. 
On one trip I was hit on the shoulder 
with an 'Archie' (anti-aircraft shell), 
vhich kept me from flying for a short 
Ime. 
On tho followinp trip we were 


ittackerl by twenty 
Huns and they 
shot two of our machines down In 
flames. Wo got three of them. I had 
a new observer with me. so you can 
mag-lne my 
anxiety. 
On the next 
rip my engine went wrong when J 
vae about sixty miles in Germany, and 
came back without the 
formation 
and crossed the lines at about nine 
housand feet and the machine wns 
hot several places with 'Archie.' Be- 
ona that my trips have been quite 
neventf ul. 
"Over one city we hit a big- powder 
lant and caused fi terrible explosion 
nd fire. The German report said we 
lew up about 250 tons of ammuni- 
ion."The hoys in the trenches are cer- 
ainly doing wonderful 
work now.
